LIGHT FROSTS IN LAKE REGION 


Damage Is Confined 
to 
Wisconsin, 


Upper Michigan and Minnesota. 
Washington, Sept. 13.—Tho weather 


bureau's weekly summary of crop con- 
ditions IB as follows: 
i 


"Nearly normal temperr.ture, with 


no rain or very.light showers, pre- 
vailed over tbe greater part of 'tho 
central vallcyir and interior of 
the 


southern states, while New England 
and the northern portion of the mid- 
dle Atlantic states and lake region 
experienced temperature cotiHlderably 
below normal, light frosts occurring 
In. the upper lake region, upper Mis- 
sissippi and upper Missouri valleys on 
the llth and 12th. 
' 


"Portions or tbo south Atlantic and 


gul/ coast districts and Oklahoma, 
eastern Kansas and portions of Iowa 
and Minnesota received considerable 
rain, excessive amounts being report- 
ed, from southern Georgia and eastern 
Florida. 
Abnormal temperature 'ex- 


tremes occurred In California, tho 
minimum at San Francisco on tho Gth, 
CO degrees, being as low as tbo low- 
est previous record for tho first dec- 
ade of \September,. and tho maximum 
on the 7th and 8th; 100 degrees, being 
six .degrees above tho previous record 
for the corresponding period for more 
than thirty years. 


Frost Damage Is Light. 


"Tho damage resulting from light 


frosts on the llth and 12th over tho 
extreme northern portion of tho corn 
belt was mainly conllncd to Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin and-upper MlcJhlgan, 
nearly the whole of tlie moat produc- 
tive, part of tho corn belt having ex- 
perienced very • favorable 
conditions 


for maturing tho crop, which, with fa- 
vorablo weather,, will be £afo from in- 
jury by Oct. 1 In tbo most northerly 
districts. Much corn Is already safe, 
cutting being genera] In the central 
and southern portions of tho corn 
belt and Is In progress as fcr north 
as South Dakota and imuthrrh, Minne- 
sota.- I.ate corn baa suffered from 
drouth In portions of tho Ohio valley 
and middle Atlantic states. 


Spring Wheat Threshing. 


"The .weather has favored thresh- 
ing in "the "sprnJS' \VHeot region and 
thin work Is now general In North 
Dakota and northern Minnesota, har- 
vesting; which has been much delayed 
In the first-named- state, having been 
finished except some late grain. 


"Whllo rust and shedding continue 


over a largo part of tho cotton belt, 
reports of Injury from thcHO causes 
arc less numerous' than In the pre- 
vious week in the central districts. 
The weather has been favorable for 
picking, except In portions of Georgia 
and Florida, where this work was 
hindered by heavy rains, and picking 
IB now begun In tho northern districts. \ 


'.'Except iri i.orttons of New Eng- 


land and the middle AtlantlcfStateB. 
where blight and rot In potatoes are 
extensive, a fine yield of this crop is 
generally indicated. 


"Dr>* soil has retarded plowing and 


seeding In the Ohio valley, middle At- 
lantic states and over a largo part of 
tho Southern states, but good progress 
with this work has been mado In the 
lake .region and over the greater part 
of the upper Mississippi and Missouri 
valleys.'" 


In Texas cotton has Improved slight- 
ly In a few northern counties, hut on 
tho whole very little new fruit Is form- 
ing and boll weevils . nro puncturing 
nearly all new squares; In tho 'south- 
western, coast, central and eastern 
counties, as well as In a number of 
northern counties. 


Good Progress for Tobacco. 


"Late tobacco has been unfavorably 


affected by dry weather In portions 
of the middle Atlantic states and Ohio 
valley, hut on the whole this crop haa 
made good progress and Is now 'large- 
ly secured. Tho weather conditions 
have been exceptionally favorable/or 
bousing and curing. 


"In the lake region, over the north- 


ern portion of tbo middle Atlantic 
states and In New England a flno 
crop of apples Is promised, but over 
the southern portion of the middle At- 
lantic states and the greater part of 
the central valleys apples are scarce 
or.I «if Imllffnront mmUtv.
